Police  Have 
Unclaimed  Loot 
Worth  $15,000 


Approximately  $15,000 
worth  of  unclaimed  merchan- 
dise, a portion  of  the  loot 
recovered  by  the  Cohasset 
Police  Department  last  Febru- 
ary, remains  at  the  police 
station. 

Since  police  apprehended 
the  duo  Gildea  and  Ostra- 
vage,  who  holed  up  a quarter 
of  a million  dollars  worth  of 
stolen  goods  in  the  Margin  St. 
apartment,  over  $200,000 
worth  of  stolen  items  have 
been  reclaimed  by  31  people. 

Officer  Paul  Laugelle,  the 
patrolman  largely  credited  for 
cracking  the  case,  said  last 
week  that  residents  of  Scitu- 
ate. Hingham,  Randolph, 
Canton,  Norwell,  Boston, 
Quincy.  Natick,  Milton  and 
Marshfield  have  had  items 
returned  to  them. 

Still  unclaimed  are  an  array 
of  Oriental  rugs,  two  Sony 
television  sets,  a New  Haven 
clock,  a hand-carved  chess 
set,  an  assortment  of  clothes 
and  jewelry,  and  a miniature 
cannon  used  to  start  yacht 
races.  The  public  is  invited  to 
examine  the  merchandise  to 
determine  if  personal  itmes 
may  have  been  included  in  the 
recovery. 

Kevin  Gildea  is  presently 
incarcerated  at  Charles  St.  Jail 
in  Boston  in  lieu  of  $100,000 
bail.  Linda  Ostravage  is 
confined  to  Framingham 
House  of  Correction  in  lieu  of 
$50,000  bail.  Both  have 
received  grand  jury  indict- 
ments on  five  counts  of  break- 
ing and  entering  and  one 
count  of  receiving  stolen  prop- 
erty and  are  awaiting  trial.
